To amend an Act of the First and Second Year 
of His present Majesty relating to the Em- 
bankment of Rivers in Ireland.

an Act was passed in the last Session of Parliament, Preamble: 
intituled, “ An Act to empower landed Proprietors in Ireland to ^ ^ ^ will. 4. 
“ sink, embank and remove Obstructions in Rivers” in Ireland, wliereby 
Power and Authority was given to the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 
5 Governor or Governors of Ireland, upon an Application to be made in 
manner by the said Act directed, accompanied by a Description and 
Specification of the Works proposed to be undertaken thereunder, to- 
gether with a Map, Plan and Section of the Grounds and Lands within 
which it may be proposed to execute such Works, and an Estimate of 
10 the probable Cost and Expense of performing and executing the same, 
and an Account of the Money subscribed for that purpose, and by and 
with the consent of at least Two-thirds of the Owners or reputed Owners 
of the Lands comprized within the district to which such Application 
may relate, previously to be obtained and signified in manner by the 
15 said Act directed, to issue a Commission authorizing and constituting 
the Persons making such application Undertakers for the execution of 
the Works included in such Application, or any of them ; and certain 
Powers and Authorities were by the said Act conferred for the purposes 
thereof on all such Persons as should be constituted such Undertakers 
by virtue of any such Commission as aforesaid ; and in consideration of 
the Costs and Charges of the said Undertakers in execution of the 
Works by them undertaken and performed, they were authorized and 
, empowered 
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empowered to assess all Lands, Grounds and Premises winch should, 
upon and after such surveys and valuations as in the said Act men- 
tioned, be found to be benefited by the Works executed under the 
authority of any such Commission, at and after the rate of One hundred 
Pounds for every Ten Pounds of Increase in the annual Rent or Value 
thereof arising out of or occasioned by the performance of such Works 
as aforesaid ; but it was by the recited Act provided that if such Assess- 
ment, calculated at the rate aforesaid, should exceed the amount expended 
in and about the Works so executed, iucluding the Interest thereon, with 
all other costs and charges relating thereto, by a Sum exceeding Fifteen 
Pounds per centum on the amount of such Expenditure, with Interest, 
Costs and Charges as aforesaid, then and in such case that such Assess- 
ment should be made and calculated at such lower rate as to reduce such 
Assessment to an amount equal to the said Expenditure, including such 
Interest, Costs and Charges, together with such further sum of Fifteen 
Pounds per centum on the amount thereof : 

And whereas the said recited provision for the reduction of the said 
Assessment in the case aforesaid has operated to discourage the bene- 
ficial Undertakings by the said Act authorized to be undertaken j and 
the said Assessment at and after the rate of One hundred Pounds for 
every Ten Pounds of increase in the annual rent or value of Lands 
produced by the execution of such Undertakings is just and liberal as 
respects the Owners of Lands receiving such benefit ; and it is there- 
fore expedient to remove the aforementioned restriction on the advan- 
tages and profits of such Undertakings ; 

Be it ritftcforc Q^nattetl, by The KING’S most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
Company Authority of the same, THAT it shall and may be lawful 

A«orS^ for any Company of Undertakers authorized and constituted by any 
«sess"iM/ Commission which shall be issued from and after tJte passing of this 

foreveryio/. Jet, under the authority of this Act or of the said recited Act. 
the annual and they are hereby authorized and empowered in all cases to assess 
lands im- Lands, Grounds and Premises benefited or improved by the Works 

executed under the authority of any such Commission, at and after the 
rate of One hundred Pounds for every Ten Pounds of Increase in 
the annual Rent or Value thereof, denoted and ascertained as by the 
said Act directed ; and that such Assessment shall be made and levied 
in manner by the said Act directed ; any thing in the said Act contained, 
providing for the limitation or reduction of such Assessment in certain 
cases, to the contrary hereof in anywise notuuthstanding. 

AND whereas it would be in many cases advantageous to combine 
with such Works as by the said recited Act authorized to be under- 
taken. 
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taken, or to undertake separately such other Works as may be neces- 
sary in order to render Rivers navigable, so as to afl'ord the facilities 
by the said Act provided for the drainage, embankment and improve, 
ment of Lands in Ireland available to the important purpose of pro- 
5 tnotmg internal Communication throughout that portion of the United 
Kingdom ; and it is therefore expedient to extend the provisions of the 
said Act, and to modify the same as may be necessary for the purpose 
aforesaid ; BE it therefore and it is hereby further Enacted, That when- 
ever any Persons shall be desirous of undertaking any Works necessary 
to to render any River in Ireland navigable, either separately or in con- 
junction with all or any of the Works authorized to be undertaken by 
tlie said recited Act, and shall, in manner and upon and after the ob- 
servance and performance of the preliminaries by the said Act and 
by this Act directed, make application to the Lord Lieutenant or other 
15 Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, it shall and may be lawful 
for him or them, if he or they shall so think fit, to issue a Com- 
mission authorizing and constituting such persons Undertakers for 
the execution of such of the Works provided for by the said Act 
or by this Act, or all or any of them, as may be included in such 
20 application ; and thereupon the said River and the Navigation thereof 
shall, subject to the conditions and regulations hereinafter contained, 
be and become vested in such Company of Undertakers constituted 
and created thereunder ; and such Commission shall have the like 
force, virtue and effect in law, and to all intents and purposes, as it is 
25 by the said recited Act provided that any Commission issued there- 
under shall have, and shall extend to the purposes of this Act in like 
manner and as fully as Commissions issued under authority of the said 
recited Act to the purposes thereof ; and all Clauses, Provisoes, Direc- 
tions, Conditions and Regulations in the said recited Act contained, 
30 authorizing, empowering, enabling, directmg, regulating or controlling 
the proceedings to be taken and adopted under or after or in execution 
of any Commission issued thereunder, shall extend and apply to autho- 
rize, empower, enable, direct, regulate and control the proceedings to 
be taken and adopted under or after or in execution of any Commis- 
3,5 sion issued under authority of this Act, according to the tenor thereof, 
as fully to all intents and purposes as if the same were herein inserted 
and enacted specifically ; save always and except as by this Act such 
proceedings may be modified, or further or other proceedings directed 
or required. 

40 And be it Enacted, That for the purposes of this Act, in like manner 
as for the purposes of the said recited Act, the said Company of 
Undertakers shall and they are hereby empowered, by themselves or 
their Agents, Surveyors, Servants and Workmen, and all such other 
persons as by them shall be employed and authorized, at all such times 
as to the said Undertakers or Committee may seem convenient, to enter 
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into or upon any Lands or Grounds whatsoever lying and being witlnn 
the district or limits of the jurisdiction of the said Commission, and to 
view and survey such Lands, and to set out or ascertain such part and 
parts of the same Lands as shall be necessary for making and com- ^ 
pleting the said Navigation and Works. 

Com|janyniay And be it further Enacted, That by force and virtue of such Corn- 
bise, mission as aforesaid, the Company created or constituted thereunder 
iions'SLde shall have power and authority to take and purchase and hold any Lands, 
and prescKb- Tenements or Hereditaments within the District of such Commission,

to be executed thereunder ; and that all such Regulations and all Powers 
and Authorities by the said recited Act provided for the purchase of 
Lands, Hereditaments and Tenements by any Company created there- 
under, or enabling any Corporation, Person or Persons to sell and 
convey such Lands, shall extend and apply to authorize and enable >5 
such Purchases and Sales for the purposes of this Act as fully as for 
the purposes of the said recited Act. 

And be it Enacted, That in cases when Application is intended to 
be made for the purpose of obtaining any Commission for rendering 
any River navigable under the provisions of this Act, the Map, Plan 20 
and Section by the said Act required to be deposited for public in- 
spection at the office of the Clerk of the Peace of the County or 
Counties, and each and every of them, in which it is proposed to 
exercise the authorities of the said Commission, shall, upon a scale of not 
less than Three Inches to a Mile, describe the Line, Course and Situation a ,5 
of the River proposed to be rendered navigable, and also of any in- 
tended Variation, Abridgment, Extension or Enlargement thereof, and 
the Lands through which the said River may flow, or such intended 
variation, abridgment, extension or enlargement intended to be made ; 
and the Plan shall also describe the Brooks or Streams to be diverted 30 
into such River, or into any such variation, abridgment, extension or 
enlargement thereof, for supplying the same with Water, and the line 
or situation of any and every intended new Cut, Tunnel or Canal, and 
of any and every intended Aqueduct or Reservoir, and the elevation 
thereof, and shall also show the breadth, depth and level of each sucli 3.5 
River for and throughout each yards of the course of such 

River, and shall also show the existing Obstructions or Impediments to 
the navigation of such River, and the parts, if any, exceeding in any 
one place yards in which it is or may be navigable ; 

and shall also show the situation of any Mills, Bleaching or Printing 40 
Grounds situate on or contiguous to or in such River, and any Mill 
Races, Dams or Watercourses flowing from or supplied by such River, 
and the other Buildings, Establishments or uses (if any) to which tlie 

Water 
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Water of such River is or may he applicable, and the Towns, Market*; 
or' places between or to which such River may flow, and the Source 
whence the Water thereof may arise, and the Bay, Lake or Outlet into 
which the same may fall, and any and every River, Canal or Navigation 
with which the same may communicate or be intended to communicate. 

And be it Enacted, That no Commission authorizing any Company 
of Undertakers to meddle with the Navigation of any River, shall issue, 
unless in addition to the Consent of such proportion of the Owners or 
reputed Owners, as in the said Act mentioned, of the Lands and 
Grounds within which it is proposed to exercise the authorities of the 
said Commission, the Consent of the Proprietor or Proprietors of any 
and every Mill, Bleaching or Printing Grounds, or other Manufacture 
or Establishment using and having the Water of such River for any 
purposes of Trade or Manufacture, and being within the limits of the 
District proposed to be included in such Commission, shall have been 
previously had and obtained, and signified in manner by the said Act 
directed and appointed ; and that it shall and may be lawful to refer 
any question arising as to the compliance of any Parties applying for 
any such Commission as aforesaid, with the requisitions of this Act, or 
as to the assent or dissent of any Owner Occupier or other person, to 
the Assistant Barrister of any County to which any part of the District 
within which it is proposed to execute the authorities of the said 
Commission may belong, in like manner as by the said recited Act 
provided in similar cases. 

And be it further Enacted, That a General Meeting of every Com- 
pany constituted under this Act by any Commission authorizing any 
Works to be undertaken for rendering a River navigable, shall be held 
in the month of July in every year, on such day as the Committee of 
Management shall for that purpose appoint ; and in the case of every 
such Company constituted for such purpose as aforesaid, the Committee 
of Management shall be elected annually at such General Meeting to 
he holden in the month of July as aforesaid, any thing in the said recited 
Act to the contrary thereof notwithstanding; and such annual Election 
shall be held and made in like manner as by the said Act provided in 
respect of the Committee of Management to be elected thereunder ; 
Provided always, That at any such annual Election any Member of 
the Committee for the last year shall be eligible to be re-elected. 

And be it Enacted, That the Two Persons nominated and appointed 
under the provisions of the said recited Act by the Company of Under- 
takers, and by the Owners and Occupiers of Lands within the District 
qf any Commission authorizing and constituting such Company respec- 
tively, together with an Engineer or Surveyor appointed by the Lord: 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Goverhors, in addition to such 
593- * Survey 
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Survey and Valuation as they are by the said recited Act authorized 
and directed to make for the purposes thereof when the same may be 
necessary, shall in all cases when a Commission shall be issued autho- 
rizing the making of any River navigable under this Act, visit and 
inspect the same, and direct the execution by such Company of Under- 5 
takers of such Works, for opening, clearing, and rendering the navigation 
of the same easy and commodious, as to them shall appear reasonable 
and necessary, and in like manner as they are by the said recited Act 
required to deposit for public inspection at some convenient place a 
Copy of such Survey and Valuation, shall deposit a Copy of all such 10 
Directions, and hear and determine any objections which may be made 
thereto, in like manner as they are authorized to bear and determine 
objections to the said Survey and Valuation, and finally to adjust and 
settle such Directions, and transmit the same, authenticated by the signa- 
tures of each and every of them, to the Chief or Under Secretary of 15 
the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland; 
and such Directions shall be observed and obeyed by the said Company 
of Undertakers. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, when and 2o 
as often as to him or them shall seem necessary, to nominate and ap- 
point some Civil Engineer or other Person, by Warrant under the hand 
of the Chief or Under Secretary of such Lord Lieutenant or other 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, to inspect and report upon 
the state of every River, for the making which navigable any Commission 25 
shall issue under the provisions of this Act; and such Engineer or other 
person shall have power and authority to examine the Books, Papers 
and Accounts of each such Company, in order to frame such Report ; and 
Copies duly attested of the Income and Expenditure of each such Com- 
pany shall be annually laid before the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 30 
Governor or Governors of Ireland, and also before the Chamber of 
Commerce of any and every such Town or Place to which the Navi- 
gation of any such River shall extend ; and it shall be lawful for 
such Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors, upon 
receiving the Report of such Engineer, to make such Order in respect 35 
of making such River navigable as to him shall seem expedient, in 
accordance with the Description and Specification of the Works for 
which such Commission shall have issued as aforesaid, and in regula- 
tion of the powers and authorities conferred on the said Company of 
Undertakers by virtue of said Commission. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for any Com- 
pany of Undertakers constituted and created by any Commission issued 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act, and they, are hereby authorized, 
by themselves, their deputies, agents, officers, contractors, workmen, and 

servants, 
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servants, to deepen, widen and improve any River whicii the said Com- 
pany of Undertakers are empowered to make navigable under such 
Commission, and to divert or to confine the Channel, in cases where 
the same may be requisite or necessary, of any such River; provided 
5 that in no case such diversion shall extend more than 

yards from the former Channel of such River, as specified in the Map, 
Plan or Section by this Act required; and to make any Cut which may 
be advantageous or necessary for connecting the Navigation of such 
River with any Lake, Bay or other Navigation; and also to make 
10 a Towing Path and Embankment along the sides of such River, con- 
venient for towing barges, boats and other vessels and rafts passing 
upon the said River with men, horses or otherwise, in such manner 
and by such plan or plans as shall have been approved and directed by 
the Engineer and other two persons appointed as hereinbefore men- 
15 tioned; and also to supply the said intended Navigation at all times for 
ever while making, and after the same shall be made, with Water from 
all such Brooks, Springs, Lakes, Streams, Rivulets, Waters and Water- 
courses adjacent, or which are or shall flow to or be found necessary to 
render any such River navigable; and also to make, sink and drive such 
20 and so many Wells, Drains, Tunnels, Levels, Perforations, Feeders and 
Aqueducts, and to make, erect and set up so many Weirs, Water Wheels 
and other Machines, with proper Shafts and Tunnels thereto, for sup- 
plying such River with Water, and for conveying the Water to or from 
the same for the purposes of Navigation, or for any other purpose 
25 necessary for the better making, continuing, preserving and main- 
taining the Navigation of such River, as they the said Company of 
Undertakers shall from time to time think proper and expedient; 
and it shall be also lawful for such Company to remove, take or carry 
away, or to lay and make use of any earth, clay, stone, soil, rubbish, 
go trees, roots of trees, beds of gravel or sand, or any other materials 
or things which may be dug, raised or gotten, in rendering any such 
River navigable, out of the Banks, Lands and Grounds adjoining to 
such River, which it may be proper, requisite or necessary to remove, 
take or use for making, carrying on, continuing, maintaining, altering 
35 or making navigable any such River, or which may hinder, prevent or 
obstruct the making, using or completing, extending or maintaining 
the Navigation thereof ; and also to make, provide, build, erect, bank, 
excavate and set up such and so many Gates, Fences, Piers, Bridges, 
Arches, Tunnels, Sluices, Locks, Floodgates, Weirs, Banks, Dams, 
40 Pens, Tanks, Docks and Places for Boats, Barges or other Vessels and 
Rafts, to turn, lie or pass each other in, and Houses, Warehouses, 
Tollhouses, Wharfs, Landing-places, Weighing-beams, Cranes, Fire- 
engines and other Machines, Works and Conveniences, as the said 
Company of Undertakers shall think necessary and proper for the 
purposes of the said Undertaking ; and in like manner to make, com- 
plete and maintain such Reservoirs as shall be necessary for such Under- 
593 - taking; 
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and to cleanse takiqg; and also to cleanse, scour, cut, dig, open, deepen, enlarge or 
’ straighten all Springs, Streams, Brooks and Watercourses which shall, 
communicate with, or by virtue of the powers of this Act be brought 
ipto or made to communicate with the said River, or any Tunnels, 
Sluices, Locks, Floodgates, Weirs, Banks, Dams, Pens, Tanks, Docks, 5. 
Reservoirs or any of them belonging thereto; and also from time to 
time to alter, repair, amend or discontinue the same, and to divert, 
alter, widen and enlarge or extend any Embankments, Banks, Towing- 
paths, Roads, Ways, Gates, Fences, Piers, Bridges, Arches, Tunnels, 

' ■ Sluices, Locks, Floodgates, Weirs, Banks, Dams, Pens, Tanks, Docks 16 
and Places, as well for the carrying and conveying of Goods, Wares, 
Merchandize and other things to and from any such River or other Works 
connected therewith, or any of them, as for the carrying and conveying 
all manner of Materials necessary for the erecting, making, finishing, 
altering, amending or maintaining the Navigation of the said River, or 15 
the Works of and belonging to the same, or useful for any purpose 
therein; and also to place, lay, work or manufacture the said Materials 
on the grounds or lands adjoining to the place or places where the 
said Works or any of them shall or are intended to be made, erected, 
and to make repaired or done ; and also to make, maintain, repair and alter any 20 
Fences or Passages over, under or through the said River or Rivers, 
or any Works which shall communicate therewith, and to construct, 
erect and keep in repair any Piers, Arches, Aqueducts and other Works 
in, upon and across any Rivers, Streams or Brooks, for the purpose of 
making, using, repairing and maintaining the Navigation of the said 25 . 
River, or the Towing Paths on the sides thereof ; and also to con- 
struct, erect, make and do all other matters and things w hich the said 
Company of Undertakers shall think convenient and necessary for 
making, effecting, extending, preserving, improving, completing- and 
using the Navigation of such River, in pursuance of and according to. 30 
doing as little the true intent and meaning of this Act; they the said Company of 
may be!** Undertakers, their Deputies, Agents, Servants and Workmen doing as 
little damage as may be in the execution of the several powers to. them 
hereby granted ; and this Act shall be sufficient to indemnify the said 
Company of Undertakers, and their Deputies, Servants, Agents and 35, 
Workmen, and all other persons whomsoever, for what they or any of

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And be it Enacted, That so soon as tiie Works autlioriaed and re- when Na?i- 
quired for the improvement of the Navigation of any River under any ^Irer'com. 
Commission authorizing such Works to be undertaken and executed, 
eittier separately or m conjunction with any Works of scouring, drain- 
5 age or embankment provided for by the said recited Act, shall be lin Gazette, 
finally completed and executed by any Company of Underlakere, such 
Company shall apply by Petition to the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Sm da»‘rf 
Governor or Governors of Ireland to appoint, and he or they is and are Notifi. 
herebyrequired by Warrant under the hand of his or their Chief or Under- 
10 Secretary to appoint some skilful Engineer, the same if possible, unless 
good reason then be to the contrary, who assisted in the Survey herein- 
before first directed to be made of every such River, and such 
Engineer shall inspect and report upon the said Works and the state

15 or the erection of any Lock or Sluice, or the making of any Cut, if 
any in his judgment necessary, for the navigation of such River; and 
so soon as such River shall to the satisfaction of such Engineer be put

Boats and Vessels of such burthen and size as the same may reasonably 
20 allow, the said Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors 
shall cause a Notification of the completion of the Navigation of such 
Riv'er to be inserted in the Dublin Gazette; and from and after the 
date of such Notification, and not until then, the said Company of 
Undertakers shall have power and authority to take and receive such 
25 Rates, Dues and Tolls, and to exercise such powers and authorities as 
hereinafter mentioned in respect thereof, and such other powers and 
authorities as by this Act provided and as are incident to the manage- 
ment, control and maintenance of the said Navigation. 

AND in consideration of the Charges and Expenses which any 
30 Company of Undertakers constituted under the provisions of this Act 
must sustain and incur in making the River or Rivers to which their 
Commission shall refer navigable, and in maintaining the same, and the 
Works appertaining thereto; BE it further Enacted, That it shall be 
lawful for every such Company of Undertakers from time to time and 
35 at all times after such Notification as hereinbefore mentioned of the 
completion of the Navigation of such River shall have been made and 
inserted in the Dublin Gazette, to ask, demand, take and recover to 
and for their own proper use and behoof, the several Rates hereinafter 
specified ; but subject to such abatement and reduction as hereinafter 
40 mentioned for tonnage of the several articles, matters and things which 
shall be carried or conveyed upon the River or Rivers authorized to 
be rendered navigable, by and to which, the Commission of such Com- 
pany shall extend respectively ; (that is to say)

Toll to te And all such Rates, Tolls and Duties shall be payable respectively in 
S"ro“‘ proportion for any greater or less quantity than a Ton, or greater or 
MilcorQair- distance than a Mile: Provided nevertheless. That in all cases 
° ’ where any Boat, Barge or other Vessel shall be navigated or shall pass 

by any Post, Mark or Place, where such Post or Mark had stood or 15 
been fixed on the side of the said River and Works respectively, 
describing and regulating the length of a quarter of a mile, the said 
Rates, Tolls and Duties shall be paid for a full quarter of a mile, 
although such Boat, Barge or other Vessel shall not have actually 
passed the full quarter of a mile ; and in all cases where the Weight ot 20 
the Lading contained in any such Boat, Barge or other Vessel shall 
not make up an even quarter of a Ton, yet the said Rates. Tolls or 
Duties which would be payable for a quarter of a Ton shall be paid to 
the said Company of Undertakers for any less quantity.

from time to time maintain and keep in good substantial repair such 
proper and sufficient Wharfs, Quays, Landing-places, Cranes, Weigh- 
beams and Roads for the use of the Public on the respective part or 
parts of the Lands or Grounds to be described in such Notice, then ao 
and in such case and none other the said Company of Undertakers 
shall have full power and authority, without any hindrance or restraint 
whatsoever, to make and make use of such part or parts of such Lands 
or Grounds for erecting and building proper and sufficient Wharfs, 
Quays, Landing-places, Cranes and Weigh-beams, and for making and 25 
laying, out proper and convenient Roads to and from the said River, 
agreeably to such Notice so given by the said Clerk as aforesaid, they 
the said Company of Undertakei-s first making satisfaction for the same 
in such manner as is hereinbefore directed with respect to any Lands or 
Grounds which shall be taken or used by the said Company of Under- 30 
takers for the purposes of this Act.

Company of Undertakers to demand and take from time to time, 
for their own use and behoof, for every Ton of Goods, Wares, 
Merchandize and Commodities which shall be loaded from or landed 
upon any Wharf, Quay or Landing-place which the said Company of 
Undertakers may erect for the public accommodation and convenience,

Qxact and particalar Accaint to be kept and annually made up and Receipts and 
balanced on the first day of July in every year, of all Monies received by 
tbe said Conjmittee to the use of the said Company, and of ali Monies 
S by them expended on aceount (rf such Company, in and about such 
Works for rendering such River navigable, or preserving or maintaining 
the same, and showing the Receipts and Expenditure of the said Com-

to he from tmae to tkne holden as aforesaid, or at some Adjournment Annt^ 
fo thereof, a Dividend shall be made out of the clear profits of the said 
Undertalufl^ unleas sucli Annual General Meeting shall otherwise

navigable within the purposes of this Act, it shall not be lawful

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for such Company, in default of payment of any Assessment made 
under the provisions of the said recited Act on the Owners or 
Occupiers of Lands benefited or improved by such Works of Drainage, 
Scouring and Embankment, to charge or subject such Lands or Pre- 
mises whereon such Assessment shall be made and remain unpaid as 5 
aforesaid, with such Sum or Sums of Money as may have been specified 
and declared in the Schedules and Returns by the said recited Act 
directed to be made, to be the Improved Annual Rent or value of such 
Lands or Premises arising oat of or created by the Works executed by 
the said Company ; but in case of any such Company constituted for 10 
such purposes as aforesaid, the Lands or ^Premises in respect whereof

Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That nothing in this 
Act contained shall extend or be construed to extend to prevent, 30 
hinder or prejudice the Rights of Fishery, and other Manorial Rights, 
Privileges and Authorities which the Lords of Manors through which 
the said River and Works extend, heretofore held, exercised and 
enjoyed in or upon the said River, but that such Lords of Manors 
shall for ever hereafter hold, exercise and enjoy the same Rights 33 
of Fishery, and other Manorial Rights, Privileges and Authorities, 
in, over and upon the River to be made navigable by virtue of this Act, 
as they heretofore held, exercised and enjoyed in the said River before 
the passing of this Act. 
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
